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BRIEF  HIBIOEY  OF  JOSEPH  ROWLAND  AMD  HIS  DESCEND  AH  IS 

ADoUt  the  year  1764  a  ship  load  of  immigrants  irom  Hanover, 
Germany,  entered  Chesapeake  Bey  and  landed  at  Hagerstown,  Maryland. 
There  v/as  in  that  band  ol  immigrants  a  family  by  the  name  of  Rowland, 
consisting  of  father,  mother  end  several  small  children.  One  of 
these  children  wo  a  Joseph  Rowland,  our  ancestor.  V.‘c  have  been 
unable  to  obtain  the  names  ol  the  other  members  of  this  family. 

There  are  Rowlands  in  southern  Ohio  who  can  trace  tneir  ancestry  back 
to  a  Samuel  Rowland,  a  revolutionary  soldier,  and  there  are  several 
families  in  central  Ohio,  who  have  an  ancestor  by  the  name  of 
Jonathan  lowland,  who  was  also  £  soldier  in  the  Revolutionary  ftar* 
They  were  both  from  Lancaster,  Pennsylvania,  and,  no  doubt,  were 
brothers  of  Joseph  Rowland  and  members  of  the  same  family.  Being 
unable  to  connect  them  ts  members  of  the  same  family,  we  must  con¬ 
fine  our  brief  history  to  the  Joseph  Rowland  branch  oi  this  Rowland 
family  in  America. 

JOt-EPH  ROWLAND  1S238J24 


Joseph  Rowland  was  born  in  Hanover,  Germany,  October  20,  1760. 
When  about  four  years  of  age,  he  came  to  this  country  with  his  parents 
and  other  members  of  the  family  who  took  up  their  residence  at 
Hagerstown,  Maryland,  where  the  family  resided  for  a  few  years.  From 
there  his  father  removed  the  family  to  Lancaster,  Pennsylvania, 
where  he  set  up  a  grist  mill  which  he  continued  to  operate  during 
the  Revolutionary  War. 


Before  reaching  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  Joseph  enlisted  in 
the  American  Army  and  served  in  the  Revolutionary  War  as  a  private, 
being  with  the  Pennsylvania  troops  under  Washington’s  command  during 
his  ca..  r-aign  in  and  a  round  Rhiladelwiio.  After  the  American  army  was 
driven  out  of  Philadelphia  and  during  the  ue.ora ' ie  winter  of 
1776-1777,  while  the  army  was  in  winter  quarters  at  Valley  lorge, 
he  s  transferred  to  the  commissary  department  and  detailed  to 
supply  flour  from  his  father’s  mill  at  Lancaster  to  the  camp  at 
Valley  ierge. 

On  one  of  his  return  trips,  with  his  wagon  loaded  with  flour, 
drawn  by  four  horses,  he  was  surprised  by  a  squad  of  British  foragers 
who  would  have  overtaken  and  captured  him  had  he  not  cut  loose  his 
bast  horse,  which  he  mounted  ana  putting  spurs  to  him,  excapea  to 
the  American  camp,  leaving  the  flour  and  the  balance  of  the  outfit 
in  the  hands  oi  the  British.

After  hi?  return  from  the  war,  he  married  Christina  Lehn,  daugh¬ 
ter  o t  a  Go 'man  immigrant,  and  they  went  to  housekeeping  at  Lancaster, 
Pennsylvania,  where  he  set  up  a  tailor  shop  and  followed  the  t-  ilor 
trace.  Light  children  were  "born  of  this  union,  namely:  Jonathan 
Rowland,  Nancy  Rowland,  Isaac  Rowland,  Susan  Rowland,  Peter  Rowland, 
Samuel  Lowland,  Christina  Rowland  and  John  Rowland. 

Early  in  the  ’ 20fs  they  left  Lancaster,  Pennsylvania,  and  moved 
their  family  over  the  mountains  and  settled  in  Orange  Township,

He  left  one  son,  Alexander  Rowland, 
who  made  his  home  with  his  uncle,  John  Rowland,  until  fie  became  of 
age.  After  he  left  that  home  we  have  no  further  knowledge  of  him. 


NANCY  ROWLAND 

Nancy  lowland  married  Thomas  Hamilton  end  they  movea  to  Knox 
County,  Ohio.  They  afterwards  returned  to  Ashland  County.  They  loft 
one  son,  Jefferson  Hamilton,  who  served  in  the  Civil  War  and  died 
leaving  no  descendants.  They  also  left  a  daughter,  who  married 
James  heer o.  Y-e  have  no  record  of  their  descendants.
